Morrison shouid have a field in some hill station, like Dehra bm. 

This uncertainty no doubt influenced the voip, The vote was fourteen in favor 
of his coming out on the understanding that Mr.Worrison would be able toe take 
Fa ee ae ae ae baie ond the le 
were twelve votes him fo come out 20w, 

The missionarias everywhere appreciate it, wd Mrs. Morrison as devoted and 
earnest missionaries, but they do not think it wise to havo him come cut now 
unless he can be sont for the village or school work in tho. plaina. 
We very umch noed missionary help for work along the lines indicated, 
Some men now engaged in edmeetional work would be glad to be set free for 
village work. If bape could teke charge of a school, in case he could 
not undertake the village itinerant work, he would be sble to set one of these 
men free for village work.
